No pro ject is 
appro ved fo r federal funds until o ccupants 
are reho used at rentals co mparable to their 
inco me. 
Public ho u.sing is neither invo lved, 
no r pro po sixl, and w'o uld by law require a 
separate vo te o f the peo ple. 
It is exactly to pro tect the sanctity o f 9 8^ 
o f the urban ho mes that Co ngress, co urts, 
co mmunity leadership and 500 co mmunities 
have fo r a decade supiio rted a bipartisan 
urban renewal pro gram reco gnizing t h a t 
slum and blight are just as severe a natio nal 
pro blem to cities and o ther urban ho me o wn­ 
ers as the agriculture pro blem is to farm ers.

Fo r the first time Linco ln is facing adjust­ 
ing to the fact that it, like any o ther city 
no w 93 years o ld, has acquired the same slum 
and blight pro blem o f o ther o lder cities. It 
will increase rather than diminish with time. 
In the last decade alo ne, the amo unt o f de­ 
terio rating. dilapidated ho using in Linco ln in- 
crca.sed 72N fro m 5,206 to 8,974 units. 


Where land values and traffic co unts are 
high, in such areas as do wnto wn, private en­ 
terprise has an eco no mic incentive to rebuild 
o n o lder dilapidated areas. But this law o f 
eco no mics do es no t p r e va i l no r resto re 
blighted residential areas o utside o f the do wn­ 
to wn where private enterprise fo r 30 years 
has vo ted co nversely by the flight o f the in­ 
vestment do llar. Linco ln’s past experience in 
these areas is the identical lesso n o f the na­ 
tio n's o ther cities. Private enterprise canno t 
pro fitably redevelo p these areas witho ut the 
subsidy o f urban renewal.

Of primary co ncern to the 714 to wn resi­ 
dents vo ting against the plan (353 to wnspeo ­ 
ple favo red it) apparently was the desire to 
keep a high scho o l in every small to wn—fo r 
the eco no mic activity it might generate— 
and the fear that taxes might go up in the 
enlarged district.

Actually, there Is every reaso n to believe 
that vastly impro ved educatio n co uld have 
been pro vided in the expanded district at equal 
to o r less than the co mbined co st o f the 5 
existing high scho o l districts and 11 rural 
elementary districts. 
Significantly, the quality o f educatio n to 
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be received by the children o f the area had 
no visible effect at all o n the defeat o f the 
plan. Never was there any respo nsible claim 
that the existing system o f 16 small districts 
can pro vide better educatio nal o ppo rtunities 
than the pro po sed single district with o ne 
co nso lidated high scho o l. 
The electio n served o ne purpo se: It pro ved 
that, co ntrary to so me impressio ns, it is no t 
the farm peo ple who are exclusively re­ 
spo nsible fo r ho lding back scho o l district 
reo rganizatio n and impro ved educatio n in 
Nebraska. Rural district vo ters appro ved the 
Lancaster Co unty plan 281-238.

Washingto n — This is the inside sto ry o f 
ho w an eco no mic judgment o f majo r impo r­ 
tance was made within the steel industry 
o nly to be upset subsequently by the po litical 
judgment o f the President o f the U n i t e d 
States, backed up by threats 
? 
o f criminal pro secutio n. The 
sto ry is based o n s e ve r a l 
days o f research 
a m o n g 
many men in the steel indus­ 
try and eco no mists who ana­ 
lyze trade and financial news. 
It is perhaps best to present 
the facts in w’hat co uld have 
been a dialo gue between an 
inquiring r e p o r t e r and a 
gro up o f men who , sitting as 
a finance co mmittee, endeav­ 
o red to make an eco no mic judgment just af­ 
ter the co ntract with the Natio nal Steelwo rk­ 
ers Unio n was signed. Here in co mpo site 
fo rm is the result: 
Q. “ Did yo u assure the President o r anyo ne 
else that yo u wo uld ho ld the line o n prices?’’ 
A. “ We no t o nly didn’t do this, but we 
co uldn’t do it witho ut deliberately vio lating 
the antitrust laws. We sat do wn alo ngside o ur 
co mpetito rs o nly to nego tiate with the labo r 
unio ns. We co uldn’t mentio n prices either to 
the unio n representatives o r to the men fro m 
the o ther co mpanies.’’ 
« 
Q. “ Wasn’t it inferred o r wasn’t it implicit 
that, if the unio ns didn’t get a big wage in­ 
crease, yo u as a gro up wo uldn’t increase 
prices?” 
A. “ We gave no such pro mise o r inference 
to anyo ne. The new increase o f 10c an ho ur 
fo r labo r in ‘fringe’ benefits, it is estimated, 
will co st o ur industry abo ut $100,000,000 a 
year. So mebo dy has to pay fo r this. This is 
o n to p o f the 30c an ho ur increase in wages 
in the last 3 years which we abso rbed witho ut 
making any increase in o ur prices.” 
Q. “ On what was yo ur eco no mic judgment 
based?” 
A. “ On the simple fact that 3 years ago we 
io r o ur co mpany began a pro gram to mo deni- 
ize o ur plant and equipment at a co st o f 
$1,185,000,000.” 
Q. “ Where did yo u get the mo ney?” 


.V. “ We go t part o f it o ut o f surplus and 
depreciatio n reserve and part o f it o ut o f 
pro fits after paying dividends. The balance 
— abo ut $800,000,000 — we bo rro wed.” 
D. “What was yo ur judgment o n this par­ 
ticular price increase?” 
A. “ We felt it was a mo derate o ne that 
co uld readily be abso rbed by o ur custo mers. 
We had experienced a 6% deterio ratio n in 
o ur co st-price relatio nship even beio re the 
latest wage increase. So a 3V2% increase in 
prices seemed lo gical, since it was just a bit 
mo re than half o f the deterio ratio n which had 
o ccurred.” 
Q. ‘‘Ho w (lid yo u co me o ut in yo ur 1961 
o peratio ns?” 
A. “ We made just a little mo re than $2,000,- 
000 in o ur co mpany abo ve o ur dividend pay­ 
ments and abo ve the $210,0(X),000 reserved to r 
dejireciatio n. This latter sum is available fo r 
capital expenditures and amo unts to day to 
o nly a partial replacement o f the capital we 
o riginally invested, during previo us years, in 
plant and equipment that no w is wearing o ut 
o r beco ming o bso lete. In fact, all this depre­ 
ciatio n re.serve and pro fit put to gether has 
been less each year than wiiat we have been 
spending fo r new plants. The to tal pro fit we 
earned in 1961 didn’t even take care o f o ur 
debt payment requirements. So it was o bvi­ 
o us that, if w'e didn’t do better in 1962, we 
wo uld have to dig further into this deprecia­ 
tio n reserve just to keep go ing.” 
Q. “One last questio n: It has been said 
that what yo u did was ‘bad public relatio ns.’ 
Did yo u take into acco unt public reactio n?” 
A. “There is never a ‘right tim e’ to tell 
so mebo dy they’ve go t to pay mo re fo r their 
pro ducts. But we nevertheless have to make 
o ur determinatio ns and judgments o n eco ­ 
no mic facts. ‘Public relatio ns’ will no t help 
us if we canno t mo dernize o ur plant and 
equipment fast eno ugh to enable us to co m­ 
pete with Euro pean pro ducts and to help us 
to keep o ur pi-ices do wn so that we can 
co inpete with substitute pro ducts in 
t h i s 
co untry.

A medical study raises sus­ 
picions that hair sprays may 
cause lung disease in some 
women, and men who work 
as hair-dressers. 
There is no proof this hap­ 
pens. and thousands of wom­ 
en have used the s p r a y s 
without any apparent harm­ 
ful effects, say a team of 
doctors 
But they tell of 15 women 
and men who possibly suf­ 
fered lung damage f r o m 
breathing in particles of re­ 
sins used in hair sprays. They 
found evidence of lung dam­ 
age either in X-rays, in ex­ 
aminations of bits of tissue, 
and in autopsies of 3 women. 
It is known, they say, that 
people can breathe in the re­ 
sin particles, but they didn’t 
find the particles in the lungs. 
And animals exposed to the 
hair sprays haven’t shown 
lung damage. 
Nonetheless. Dr. M a r t i n 
Bergman of St. Louis, Mo., 
and 6 associates say t h e y 
think the s t u d y raises a 
strong assumption the breath­ 
ing in too much of the hair 
spray 
material 
can 
cause 
trouble in susceptible persons. 
Polio Vaccine 
The new live-virus p o l i o 
vaccine 
now 
is 
becoming 
available, but a committee of 
the American Academy of Pe­ 
diatrics sees no emergency or 
urgency to give it to persons 
who have already had th e 
full series of killed-virus or 
Salk vaccine shots and boos­ 
ter. 
Most paralyatic polio oc­ 
curs now among persons who 
didn’t get Salk vaccine, it 
says. The specialists u r g e 
more effort to use the Sabin 
or live-virus vaccine in per­ 
sons who as yet have had no 
vaccination. The Sabin vac­ 
cine 
offers 
several 
advan­ 
tages, and “ is best used on 
a community wide basis when­ 
ever an epidemic of p o l i o 
strikes an area.”

One day you may be able 
to call on a tooth bank to re­ 
place missing teeth. 
As an initial step, t e e t h 
have been preserved an d 
grown outside the body in re­ 
search by Dr. Robert Gerst- 
ner at the New York Univer­ 
sity Dental Center. Teeth in 
early stages of growth can 
be treated with an a n t i- 
freeze, glycerol, and t h e n ^ 
freeze-stored for years. They 
grow normally again a f t e r 
quick thawing.

Germany.

weeks East Germans have 
complained that even basic 
items of food and consumers 
goods have become scarce or 
almost impossible to obtain.

compares the proposed ar­ 
rangement with that at the 
end of the war when the So­ 
viet Union drained off quan­ 
tities of every kind of in­ 
dustrial production from East 
Germany as “ reparations.” 
The difference from the 


immediate 
postwar 
period, 


however, is important. 
At 


that time 
West 
Germany, 


with Western .Allied assist­ 
ance, supplied much of the 


raw materials and half-fin­ 
ished goods on which East 
Germany’s industry depends. 
The Soviets refused to give 


any accounting of these “ de­ 
liveries from current produc­ 
tion” to the Western powers. 
In effect it was the United 
States that was paying “ re­ 
parations” to its wartime So­ 
viet ally.

brought the current financial 
crisis of the U.N., and forced 
it to resort to borrowing. 
(The U.S. in the interim has 
been paying more than its 
share of U.N. taxes.) 
Since the Soviet Union and 
Poland are the only two Com­ 
munist countries with repres­ 
entatives among the 15 judges 
here, it is a reasonably safe 
bet that the court will hold 
that all members of the U.N. 
have a legal obligation to 
support the U.N. “ p e a c e 
keeping” troops. 
As an advisory opinion, the 
Judgment of the court would 
have no binding effect. But 
the importance of such an 
opinion in the General .Assem­ 
bly would almost certainly 
force the Soviet Union to pay 
up its dues, and end the U.N. 
financial crisis. 
The device of an “ advisory 
opinion” is the only way to 
get an expression from the 
court because of its basic 
structural weakness. 
The International C o u r t 
judges cannot issue a binding 
opinion unless both nations in 
a controversy agree in ad­ 
vance to accept the jurisidc- 
tion of the court. 
Reds Refuse 
The Soviet Union and the 
other Communist countries 
have consistently refused to 
acknowledge the jurisdiction 
of the court in complaints 
made against them. 
The United States in the 
past has instituted proceed­ 
ings in the court against the 
, Soviet Union as the result of 
! aerial incidents. But in each 
case the court removed the 
complaint from the docket be­ 
cause the Russians refused 
to accept its jurisdiction. 
Binding decisions are is- 
I sued only after a couple of 


i non-Communist countries, for 


the sake of keeping a whole­ 
some project alive, agree to 
let the court settle some mi­ 
nor, but contentious, dispute. 
In 1948 the United States 
and France let the court de­ 
cide a case involving rights 
of American citizens in Mo­ 
rocco. 
More 
recently, 
in 
1954, 
Great B r i t a i n and France 
agreed to let the court de­ 


cide which nation owned two 
little uninhabited reefs near 
the island of Jersey, in t h e 
English Channel. 
The current president of 
the court, elected by the 
members, is Bohdan Winiar- 
ski of Poland. The vice presi­ 
dent is Ricardo J. Algaro of 
Panama. 
By gentlemen’s agreement, 


the 5 permanent members of 
the U.N. Security Council are 
always represented on the 
court. 
The judges of the World 
Court, elected by the General 
Assembly for 9 years, have 
indeed a sinecure, unlike any­ 
thing in the whole legal or 
diplomatic business. 
But they represent a dream 
of international law and jus­ 


tice that had its beginning 
back in 1794, when the Ja y 
Treaty between the United 
States 
and 
Great 
Britain 
(for which John Jay w a s 
roundly 
denounced 
by his 
countrymen) 
provided fo r 
mixed commissions to settle 
disputes that still existed be­ 
tween the new American re­ 
public and its former mother­ 
land.

Abel Construction Co. wants 
to relocate its rail unloading 
and storage y ard to the south i 
tract from a 14-acre site in I 
the path of proposed munici-1 
pal airport ex pansion and run-1 
w ay at the Lincoln Air Force | 
Base. 
I 
Council action came after a ! 
2-hour public hearing which ] 
included a denial from Abel 
that its facilities are illegal at 
both sites as reported to the 
Council by the city legal de­ 
partment. 
On a motion by Councilman 
Robert Fulton, the Council 
unanimously directed C i t y 
Atty . Ralph Nelson to prepare 
necessary zoning code amend­ 
ments and resolutions f or 
granting a temporary -use per­ 
mit to Abel Co. 
Proposed conditions of the 
temporary permit were: 
—That Abel move its un­ 


quested by the Airport Au­ 
thority . 
—That the temporary per­ 
mit ex pire Dec. 31, 19 6 8 . 
—That use of the tract be 
limited to a concrete batch­ 
ing plant and unloading, stor­ 
age and hauling of materials 
used in its operation. 
—That the Abel company 
meet all air clearance re­ 
quirements of the airport. 
J ames 
Hewitt, 
general 
counsel for Abel, said after 
the Council action that the 
company was agreeable lo the | 
conditions of the temporary 
permit. 


“ We feel the Council has 
taken an enlightened view on 
this matter,” said Hewitt. 


Earlier, Hewitt 
told 
the 
Council that the Abel com-i 
pany had agreed to sell the 
north site for $125,000 if th e; 
company could relocate to 
the south 8 .8 acre tract. 


Hewitt said $16 5,000 would 
be sought if the company is 
forced to move to any other 
location or if faced with a 
condemnation action. 
‘” We are agreeing to move 
and sell for $125,000 to help 
the Airport Authority and to 


avoid 
impeding 
progress,” 
Hewitt told the Council. 
Both Hewitt and Ray mond 
Skov 
of 
Chicago, 
general 
counsel for the 
Burlington 
Railroad, said a substantial 
savings of $50J X)0 or more 
would be effected for the Au­ 
thority in the proposed relo­ 
cation move. 
Skov told the Council that 
the Burlington “ is certainly 


not offering to buy zoning for 
$50,000 . . . but we feel the 
best interests of Abel, 
Bur­ 
lington, .\irport Authority and 
city will be served if the dif­ 
ficult relocation problem for 
Abel facilities can be solved 
by the pending zoning
